terview. The extent and the limitation 
of the Emperor's rights and responsib il­ 
ities, heretofore somewhat vague, will 
prob ab ly b e more closely defined. Ger­ 
many is a federation of states, and the 
Prussian King Is German Emperor b y 
election. Several of the states are jeal­ 
ous of his Interference in the foreign 
affairs of the 
empire. 
Memb ers 
of 
b oth b ranches of the Imperial parlia­ 
ment took the occasion of the Emperor’s 
“indiscretion” to remind him sharply 
that he is Emperor b y the consent of 
non-Prussian Germany. The Reichstag, 
the elected b ranch, makes it clear to 
the Emperor that as the b urden of 
government falls upon the representa­ 
tives of the people, he must b e respon­ 
sib le to them, and keep his place as an 
executive head of the nation. 
Similar- 
; !y. the ministers hold that if they are to 
j b e accountab le for their departments. 
I the Emperor cannot act lndei>endent of 
j their wishes. 
The fourth party to the 
■ readjustment Is the German people and 
! the press. The Emperor has heretofore 
assumed autocratic Immunity from the 
I criticism of his sub jects 
as 
private 
1 citizens. Recently they have spoken out 
• as fr e e ly as If they lived in France or 
England or America. 
And there have 
b een no arrests for lese-majesty, no at­ 
tempts ou the part of the government 
to suppress resentful popular utterances 
against the Kaiser. 
Thus the legisla­ 
tive b odies, the press and the people 
have united to make the Emperor un­ 
derstand that Germany is a government 
of the Germans for the Germans, and 
that the Kaiser is the servant of his 
people. Although there ls still a feeling 
that the concessions b y the Kaiser are 
much less than the occasion required, 
vet there is no doub t that the stiff ma­ 
chinery of the young empire—the de­ 
pendence of ministry on throne and of 
throne on parliament—has b een eased 
a b it, and Germany finds itself moving, 
for all its momentary emb arrassment, 
with greater freedom than b efore.

ERHAPS the most painstaking and comprehensive investigations 
in this line conducted in this country are those made quite in­ 
dependently b y the Massachusetts Bureau of Lab or Statistics 
and b y the famous Committee of Fifty. 
The one took cog­ 
nizance of conditions in Massachusetts only; the other secured 
returns fixim a large numb er of charitab le organizations in 
various States. 
A comparison of the results of the two in­ 
vestigations is given in the report of the Committee of Fifty in the following 
words: 
“The n su its (of the Massachusetts investigation) show that in 
Massachusetts ab out ”9 per cent, of the paupers in almshouses have b een 
b rought to their condition b y t.he personal use of liquor, and that ab out 
10 per cent, had come there through the intemperate hab its of 
parents, 
guardians or others. 
Our figures, b ased upon almshouses throughout the 
country, give 
an aggregate of a little less than 
3?» per cent, of cases due 
to the personal use of liquor, and 
ab out 8.7 per cent, due to the intemperate 
hab its of others. 
While our figures are slightly b elow those of tMiasan- 
chusetts, they are much nearer to them than any other set. of figures quot­ 
ed, and this fact is an important evidence of their general accuracy. ’ 
It appears, then, that ab out two-fifths of tb *3 paupers cared for in the 
almshouses of this country demonstrab ly owe tlieir condition to alcohol.

English, who b rought it from Vir­ 
ginia, where it had appeared ab out 
1550. 
The sweet potato and the Jerusa­ 
lem artichoke are also supposed to 
come from America, according to the 
Revue Scientiflque. 
Salsify is found in a wild state in 
Greece, Dalmatia, Italy and Algeria. 
According to Olivier de Se.rres, it has 
b een cultivated in the south of France 
since the sixteenth century. 
Turnips and radishes came origin­ 
ally from Central Europe. The b eet­ 
root and the b eet, which have b een 
greatly improved b y cultivation, are 
considered as the same species b v 
Ixitanisb s. 
The b eet, only tb e stalk 
of which is eaten, grows wild in the 
Mediterranean, Persia and Bab ylonia. 
Garlic, onions, sb alots and leeks 
have long b een cultivated in almost 
all countries, and their origin is very 
uncertain. 
That of the scallion Is 
b etter known. 
It grows spontaneous­ 
ly in Sib eria. 
One finds chives in a 
wild state throughout the Northern 
Hemisphere.

Hut, re 
member, the national appetite for pi 
lias increased. 
It has become rav en 
ou s! The country’s great mouth oi>ens 
wider and wider, and yawns more hun 
grily than ev er before, and each yea 
thousands of miles o' pie flow into the 
hungry stomach of Uncle Saui. 
statistician says 
that if all the pies 
eaten in this country within fiv e years 
were piled one 
upon 
another 
they 
would mak e a mountain comparable to 
Pik e s Peak . 
Apple pie will bo the pie of |>opular 
ity this coming winter. According to 
reports the apple crop amounts to 62, 
500,IKK) bushels. 
This is not so great 
as other seasons, but it is said to be 
better distributed. 
Were all the ap 
pies produced ibis season mhde into 
pies, according to an authority, then 
would he turned out 0,250,000,(XX) of 
them. 
There would be used in this

The decease is n oticeable main ly 
in Ben g al an d Eastern Ben g al an d 
Assam, where the fig u res fell from 
8.S62 an d 2.7 30 in 190G to 8 ,27 6 an d 
1,9 00 respectiv ely in 19 07 .

importan t in creases occu rred in Mad­ 
ras an d Bu rma, where the fig u res 
rose from 1,527 an d 1.149 i:i 190G to 
1.9 7 7 an d 1,348 respectiv ely . 
The de­ 
crease in Eastern Ben g al an d Assam 
is attribu ted to the 
floods 
hav in g 
bren lower. 
The Cen tral Prov in ces 
fig u re (9 9 6 ) is the lowest retu rn ed in 
an y on e. of the last sev en y ears. 
The Lau der-Bru n ton treatm en t of 
sn ake bite by in cision an d applica­ 
tion of perman g an ate of potash an d 
the distribu tion of lan cets con tin u es.
